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INTRODUCTION 


This  genealogy  carries  down  the  family  line  of 
George  and  Alice  Gaunter,  and  their  four  children, 
Charles,  James,  Richard,  and  Mary,  who  emigrated 
from  Devonshire  (Devon  County),  England,  to  Canada 
near  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

The  ancestry  of  the  early  Gaunter  family,  according 
to  a  memorandum  from  the  roster  of  the  St.  Pancras 
Church  of  England  at  Widecombe-in-the-Moor,  New¬ 
ton-Abbot,  Devon,  England,  dates  back  to  1589.  This 
memorandum  was  supplied  by  the  aged  Vicar  Wood 
of  St.  Pancras  Church.  It  gives  the  burial  of  Humfrye 
Caunter,  Feb.  19,  1589;  the  marriage  of  John  Gaunter 
to  Mary  ITavilyn,  June  26,  1598;  the  baptism  of  George 
Caunter,  son  of  Richard,  March  11,  1654;  and  many 
other  Caunter  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials. 

Among  other  marriages  is  that  of  George  Caunter 
and  Alice  Cleave,  Oct.  4,  1801.  Of  the  other  bap¬ 
tisms  are  four  of  their  children,  Edward,  December, 
1804;  Elizabeth,  Richard,  and  Mary.  This  branch  of  the 
Caunter  family  soon  thereafter  moved  to  Kingsbridge, 
Devonshire,  where  their  son  Charles  was  born  in  1819. 
Kingsbridge  is  a  few  miles  south  of  Widecombe. 

In  1943,  and  a  number  of  times  since,  I  visited  with 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gillard,  at  her  home  in  Redwood  City, 
California.  Mrs.  Gillard,  an  elderly  lady,  was  born 
and  reared  at  Princetown,  England,  which  is  only  a 
few  miles  from  Widecombe-in-the-Moor.  Pier  mother, 
Mrs.  Eliza  Caunter  Moore  and  her  grandfather  George 
Caunter,  were  each  born  and  reared  in  or  near  Wide¬ 
combe.  Our  final  conclusion  concerning  the  families 
was  that  her  grandfather  George  and  my  grandfather 
Charles,  were  brothers.  This  relationship  would  make 
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us  cousins.  It  was  the  opinion  of  Mrs.  Gillard  that  the 
surname  Gaunter  is  Scottish. 

The  available  records  of  Charles  Counter,  Richard 
Counter,  and  Mary  Gaunter  Norsworthy,  sons  and 
daughter  of  George  and  Alice  Caunter,  reveal  that 
the  spelling  of  their  name  “Caunter”  was  changed  to 
“Counter’  while  in  Ontario  and  not  long  after  they 
emigrated  from  England  to  Canada.  The  reason  for 
change  of  spelling,  we  have  been  informed,  is  that  the 
name  “Caunter”  is  a  Scottish  word;  that  the  letter  “a” 
in  Scottish  is  often  translated  to  “o”  in  English.  Hence 
the  spelling  of  their  name  was  changed  to  “Counter,” 
as  it  is  correctly  spelled  today  in  Canada  and  in  the 
United  States.  However,  our  early  ancestral  name 
Caunter  is  still  spelled  “Caunter”  in  Devon,  England. 

In  the  month  of  June,  1951,  Dr.  Clement  E.  Counter, 
great-grandson  of  Charles  and  Jane  Counter,  with  his 
wife  Gladys  and  their  two  oldest  daughters,  Ann  and 
Margaret,  journeyed  to  Widecombe-in-the-Moor.  The 
St.  Pancras  Church  at  Widecombe  is  an  ancient  stone 
structure,  about  500  years  old.  It  is  built  on  the  site 
of  a  still  more  ancient  church  referred  to  in  a  deed 
that  was  dated  1283.  The  interior  will  seat  an  audi¬ 
ence  of  about  200.  Its  furnishings  are  similar  to  many 
other  churches  of  England,  with  choir  and  plain,  un¬ 
comfortable  pews.  "Die  walls  are  of 'Stone  with  no 
finishing.  Even  the  baptismal  font  is  of  stone.  This 
church  is  a  striking  part  of  the  village.  A  modern 
picture  of  its  magnificent  tower,  130  feet  high,  is 
shown  on  the  cover  of  this  hook. 

In  a  small  burial  ground  back  of  the  church  are 
several  Caunter  graves.  The  most  prominent  headstone 
observed  is  that  of  Edward  Caunter  who  died  Now 
12,  1872,  aged  68  years.  This  Edward  Cauntu  v.  '■ 
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likely  the  hrst  son  of  George  and  Alice,  shown  in  the 
record  of  baptism,  December,  1804. 

On  this  journey  a  very  pleasant  visit  was  had  with 
two  sisters  in  Widecombe,  Mrs.  Kernick  and  Mrs. 
Hambly,  who  said  they  are  direct  descendants  of  the 
Widecombe  Caunters.  We  were  convinced  that  they 
are  our  cousins.  Their  mother’s  name  was  Caunter. 

From  legend  handed  down  they  are  quite  certain  the 
Caunters  first  came  to  England  from  Normandy  be¬ 
tween  1100  and  1200,  shortly  after  a.d.  1066,  when 
William  the  Conqueror  entered  England.  Normandy 
was  then  under  the  English  crown  and  a  part  of  the 
British  Empire. 

Especially  does  the  legend  of  Norman-French  origin 
of  the  family  add  distinction  to  the  family  history  be¬ 
cause  in  those  far-off  times  the  Normans  were  the  rul¬ 
ing  and  land-owning  class.  The  original  English  of 
that  time  had  been  conquered  and  to  a  large  extent 
had  become  servants  of  the  Normans.  Yet  it  was  not 
many  generations  heiore  the  invading  Normans  be¬ 
came  amalgamated  and  identified  with  England.  Cer¬ 
tainly  there  has  been  no  distinction  of  classes  in  Eng¬ 
land  on  the  basis  ol  Normans  versus  non-Normans 
during  the  last  366  years  in  which  we  have  record  of 
the  forebears  of  the  Counter  family. 

The  mention  of  the  legend  is  not  intended  to  estab¬ 
lish  relation  of  the  Counter  family  to  the  modern 
French  people,  but  rather  to  show  the  distinct  English 
background  from  which  the  (Caunter)  Counter  family 
had  sprung.  'Eh ere  is  a  suggestion  that  the  family  came 
from  the  one-time  more  privileged  people  of  England. 

According  to  the  record  since  the  sixteenth  century, 
the  continuous  residence  of  the  Caunter  family,  in  that 
large  southwestern  county  of  England,  seems  to  hj  . 
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been  unaffected  by  the  various  political  stiifes  of  the 
country.  The  Civil  War  with  the  rise  of  Cromwell  to 
power,  the  American  Revolution,  and  later  the  Napo¬ 
leonic  Wars  all  came  and  went,  but  the  Caunters  con¬ 
tinued  to  live  in  and  near  the  village  of  Widecombe- 
in-the-Moor,  Devonshire.  1  herefore,  by  the  time  the 
story  of  this  genealogy  begins,  a.d.  178  A  ^  1S  apparent 
that  all  the  Widecombe  Caunters  were  English. 

The  data  of  the  early  Caunter  lamiiy,  as  found  in 
the  records  of  St.  Pancras  church  of  Widecombe,  and 
of  Richard  Counter,  of  Ontario,  Canada,  and  his  de¬ 
scendants  have  been  collected  by  Mrs.  Benjamin  1  . 
Counter,  granddaughter-in-law  of  Charles  and  jane 
Counter,  324  Strong  Street,  Brighton,  Colorado. 

Most  of  the  data  about  George  and  Alice;  of  their 
daughter  Mary  Caunter  Norsworthy;  of  their  son 
James;  and  of  their  son  Charles  Counter,  with  his  de¬ 
scendants  and  their  families,  has  been  obtained  and 
compiled  by  Will  C.  Counter,  grandson  oi  Charles  and 
Jane  Counter,  P.  O.  Box  531,  Redwood  City,  California.

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GENEALOGY 


■George  Caunter,  of  Devonshire,  England. 

A  son  of  George  and  Elizabeth  Gaunter. 

Lie  was  baptized,  February  19,  1781,  in  the  Saint 
Pancras  Church  at  Widecombe-in-the-Moor,  in 
Torquay  Township,  Devonshire,  England.  In  this 
church,  on  October  4,  1801,  he  was  united  in  mar¬ 
riage  to  Alice  Cleave. 

The  above  data  is  according  to  the  roster  of  this 
Saint  Pancras  Church  at  Widecombe,  as  supplied  by 
its  aged  Vicar  Wood,  in  1939. 

In  1852  they  emigrated  from  Devonshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  to  Thamesford,  Ontario,  Canada,  both  died 
in  Thamesford,  George  81  and  Alice  75. 

Children,  nine,  all  born  in  Devonshire,  England,: 
Henry,  Edward,  Elizabeth,  Mary,  John,  Richard, 
George,  Charles,  and  James. 

The  names  of  George  Caunter  and  Alice,  his 
wife,  their  immigration  to  Ontario,  and  their  death; 
also  the  data  of  Elizabeth,  Mary,  Charles,  James, 
and  a  part  of  Richard’s  was  supplied  in  1907  by  the 
daughter  of  Charles  and  Jane  Counter,  Annie  S. 
Counter  Humphrey,  in  Mountain  View,  California. 
George,  Alice,  Mary,  Richard,  Charles,  and  James 
are  the  only  ones  of  our  Counter  clan  that  are 
known  to  us  to  have  immigrated  to  America. 
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I.  Charles  (Caunter)  Counter 

Tanner,  shoe  manufacturer,  farmer. 

Son  of  George  and  Alice  Caunter. 

Born  March  3,  1819,  Kingsbridge,  England,  a  few 
miles  south  of  Widecombe-in-the-Moor. 

Died  June  19,  1887,  Belleville,  Kansas. 

In  1842,  he,  with  his  youngest  brother  James, 
emigrated  from  England  to  Canada  East.  Soon 
thereafter  James  went  to  Canada  West,  writing 
back  to  Charles  that  he  planned  to  go  to  New  Or¬ 
leans,  U.S.A.  \  his  was  the  last  heard  from  James. 
A  few  months  later  Charles  went  to  Canada  West 
in  search  of  James.  While  in  Galt,  Ontario,  he  met 
Jane  A.  Watts. 

Married  1843,  to  Jane  Adalaide  Watts,  in  Galt. 
Jane  was  born  in  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  Canada, 
April  11,  1826.  Died  in  Belleville,  Kansas,  Idee. 
27,  1884.  Her  parents  had  been  united  in  marriage 
in  Nova  Scotia.  Her  father,  Theophilus  Watts,  of 
English  parentage,  was  born  in  England.  Her 
mother,  Ann  Dorothy  Grosgnell,  whose  parents 
came  from  Wales,  was  born  in  Nova  Scotia. 

In  Ontario  the  name  “Caunter”  was  usually  pro¬ 
nounced  Counter.  Hence  not  long  after  residing 
there  the  spelling  was  changed  from  Caunter  to 
Counter.  (See  page  6.) 

Residence — In  Ontario:  Galt,  London,  Thames- 
ford,  1843-56;  Clinton,  1856-70. 

In  Thamesford,  Ontario,  and  later  in  Clinton, 
Ontario,  Charles  followed  his  trade  as  tanner  and 
shoemaker.  Selecting  choice  pelts  of  animals,  he 
tanned  and  made  them  into  high-grade  leather. 
From  this  fine  leather  he  manufactured  top-quality 
shoes.  These  shoes  were  handmade  on  order  from 
well-to-do  customers.  He  guaranteed  his  shoes  10  lii 
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and  to  wear  at  least  one  year.  During  their  four¬ 
teen  years  of  residence  in  Clinton,  with  long  hours 
of  urgent  and  strenuous  work  at  his  trade,  he  built 
up  a  very  profitable  leather  and  shoe  business.  He 
sold  the  business  in  1870. 

Desiring  a  change  of  occupation,  and  having  a 
pioneering  instinct,  the  same  year,  1870,  at  the  age 
of  51,  with  his  wife  and  their  nine  children,  they 
emigrated  from  Clinton  to  a  frontier  prairie  vil¬ 
lage,  Belleville,  Kansas,  U.S.A.  Here  they  settled 
on  a  one  hundred  sixty  acre  homestead,- adjoining 
the  townsite  of  Belleville.  On  this  homestead  they 
built  a  then  modern,  comfortable  home;  cultivated 
profitable  crops,  and  reared  their  children.  The  life 
of  each  child  showed  that  he  was  a  devoted  home 
lover  and  a  loyal  American  citizen.  Here  they  en¬ 
joyed  a  happy  life  together  until  her  death  in  1884. 
He  died  in  1887.  They  were  active  members  111  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

T  he  following  is  a  published  funeral  report  of 
Charles  Counter: 

“Being  one  of  the  early  settlers  here  he  did  much 
toward  building  up  the  community,  ever  exerting 
an  influence  in  favor  of  the  right.  • 

‘H  he  M.  E.  Church  in  this  place,  of  which  he 
was  a  member  from  the  time  of  its  organization, 
owes  a  great  deal  to  Father  Counter.  No  one  con¬ 
tributed  more  to  the  upbuilding  and  sustaining  of 
that  society  than  he.  Here  where  he  has  lived  for  so 
many  years  he  has  ever  been  held  in  high  esteem, 
as  a  worthy  citizen  and  an  exemplary  member  of 
the  church — no  one  in  the  community  whose  loss 
would  be  more  sincerely  regretted.  Up  until  a  few 
weeks  since,  he  had  been  in  good  health  for  one  ol 
his  years,  and  his  death  was  unexpected,  as,  L  c 
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outside  of  the  immediate  friends  of  the  family  knew 
of  his  sickness. 

“The  funeral  services  were  held  Monday  at  the 
M.  E.  Church,  Rev.  George  W.  Wood,  the  pastor, 
preaching  the  sermon  from  Acts  13:36.  The  attend¬ 
ance  at  the  funeral  was  large,  said  by  old  residents 
to  have  been  the  largest  ever  seen  on  an  occasion  of 
the  kind  in  Belleville.  Father  Counter  leaves  five 
sons  and  three  daughters  to  mourn  his  loss,  his  wife 
having  died  about  two  years  since.  The  sons  are: 
Charles,  who  resides  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  Fred  in  Mon¬ 
tana,  Henry  in  Oberlin,  Kansas,  James  in  Wray, 
Colorado,  and  Theo  in  Belleville.  The  daughters 
are:  Mrs.  J.  C.  Humphrey,  Mrs.  C.  Perry,  and  Mrs. 
A.  W.  Lawrence  of  Belleville.  To  the  bereaved  ones 
the  sympathy  of  those  who  knew  and  loved  their 
kind  father  are  given.” 

In  the  cemetery  near  Belleville  are  their  graves. 
A  nice  two  column  marble  monument,  connected 
at  the  top,  marks  the  location.  Under  the  pillars 
are  the  words  “Asleep  in  Jesus.”  Below  the  left 
pillar,  under  his  name,  is  the  following  epitaph: 

“Father  thou  art  gone  to  rest, 

We  will  not  weep  for  thee — 

For  thou  art  now  where  oft  on  earth 
Thy  spirit  longed  to  be.” 

Then  below  the  pillar  on  the  right,  under  her  name 
is  this  epitaph: 

“Mother  thou  wert  mild  and  lovely, 

Gentle  to  your  children  dear. 

Oh,  how  we  miss  thee 

When  the  evening  shades  draw  near.”

Son  of  Charles  and  Jane  Counter. 

Shoemaker,  horticulturist  and  nurseryman. 

Born  Oct.  11,  1846,  London,  Ontario,  Canada. 

Died  Nov.  5,  1933,  in  Toledo,  Ohio. 

Married  Dec.  4,  1874,  to  Jessie  Scott.  Jessie  was 
born  Oct.  19,  1854,  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania." 
She  died  Oct.  20,  1926,  in  Toledo,  Ohio. 

He  came  to  Toledo  from  Clinton,  Ontario,  in 
1869.  There  he  continued  his  trade  as  shoemaker, 
making  shoes  by  hand  for  the  wealthy  men  of  To¬ 
ledo.  After  ten  years  of  strenuous  shoemaking  his 
doctor  told  him  he  would  not  live  long  if  he  did 
not  get  away  from  the  “shoe  bench.”  So,  one  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  in  1879,  while  strolling  near  the 
north  edge  of  Toledo,  between  the  Ottawa  and  the 
Maumee  Rivers  he  came  upon  a  desirable-appear¬ 
ing  farm,  which  he  later  bought  and  to  which  his 
family  moved.  He  specialized  in  small,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  catering  to  select  grocers’  trade.  After 
a  few  successful  years  he  built  and  operated  green¬ 
houses,  known  today  as  the  “Counter  Nurseries. 
Was  a  charter  member  of  the  Lucas  County  Horti¬ 
cultural  Society  and  a  life  member  of  the  Ohio  State 
Horticultural  Society. 

As  a  civic  leader  he  served  a  number  of  years 
without  pay  as  City  Councilman.  Served  six  yeais 
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as  City  Forester,  then  three  terms  as  County  Com¬ 
missioner. 

He  was  an  ardent  lover  of  nature  and  was  equally 
fond  of  sports:  in  summer,  cricket  and  bowling 
on  die  green;  in  winter,  curling  on  the  ice.  He  was 
an  active  member  in  the  loledo  Outing  Club,  the 
Detroit  Athletic  Club,  and  the  Burns  Curling  Club. 

He  was  much  devoted  to  his  home  and  family.  In 
the  beautiful  farm  home  he  bought  in  1879,  in  north 
Toledo,  now  $628  Suder-  Avenue,  with  his  wife 
Jessie  they  reared  their  family  and  enjoyed  a  long, 
happy  and  industrious  life  until  their  death.  In  this 
same  home,  after  76  years  of  Counter  occupancy, 
now  reside  their  son  Charles  and  daughter  Nellie. 
He  was  reared  a  Methodist  but  after  corning  to 
Toledo,  attended  the  Presbyterian  Church.
